ignation of Colonel William Mitchell 
•has been accepted. 
In accordance with h>s expressed 
wishes the air service officer will be 
permitted to step out on February 1, 
thus automatically bringing to an end 
the five year suspension to which he 
was sentenced by a courtmartial af­ 
ter conviction of breaking discipline 
by his criticism of the government 
aviation policies. 
The decision was announced in this 
statement by Secretary Davis of the 
war department: 
“The secretary of war has decided 
the resignation of Colonel William 
Mitchell, air service, will be accepted 
to take effect February 1, 1926. The 
adjutant general of the army has 
been notified to this effect.” 
Nothing 
beyond this 
brief 
an­ 
nouncement was made public. 
It was learned, however, that the 
acceptance was unconditional and did 
not hinge on any formal notation that 
it was “for the good of the service.” 
Secretary Davis feels that the fact 
that the resignation was offered by 
an officer under approved sentence 
for violation of the articles of war 
sufficiently indicates for the record 
the circumstances under which Col­ 
onel Mitchell is to be separated from 
the military service. 
Informed by the Associated Press 
of the decision to accept hie resig­ 
nation, Colonel Mitchell would make 
no comment. 
H© feels he would not 
be fully at liberty to speak for publi­ 
cation until he actually has ceased on 
next Monday to be a member of the 
military establishment. 
There is no doubt, however, that 
the airman is planning to begin, im­ 
mediately on his return to civilian 
status, an active public campaign in 
support of his view as to the aviation 
necessities of the national defense. 
He probably will carry his fight 
to the country through the medium 
of the Chautauqua 
circuit.

IOWA HAS A JUST LAW WHICH 
• 
SfiOULtí BE EMULATED 
State J^nits in the United States have adopted laws reg­ 
ulating piarriage, but th* listing of marriage unfits, 
while drpUtic, is one of the finest bits of legislation ever 
produced in a state code, according to our way of thinking. 
This has been accomplished in Iowa, the law covering un­ 
its listed as inmates of state institutions who may be re­ 
leased, persons who nre or have been dependent upon the 
county for financial helo, persons who are known to have 
social diseases, totaling about 100,000 persons in that 
«tate. 
We do not believe that there are many who will look 
upon the law as being too drastic, too sweeping, it will 
be regarded more as a necessity as soon as conditions in 
our own state are studied with more care and with the 
idea, prevalent that through such enactment the stale of 
Alabama will be furnished a better citizenship. 
■ Alabama at the present time has a statute which when 
adopted was regarded as a war time measure. ‘ This law 
became universal in practice over the state with Its adop­ 
tion in 1919» after being recommended to the legislature. 
A complete study of conditions at war camp» had been 
made and the soldiers found to be suffering from social 
diseases were in a majority. 
Accordingly was the law* 
passed in 1919 that any male person applying for license 
for marriage must present a physician’s certificate, from 
a reputable physician, stating that he is free from Social 
disease, the certificate not to have been issued for mote 
than fifteen days. 
It is believed that this law has been 
worth a great deal to the state of Alabama, its worth 
cannot be determined in exact figures, but it certainly 
has been an influence in the lives of men who regard mar­ 
riage as a sacred institution. 
To those who do not look 
spot) marriage hvauch mapper, it has been a menace. 
Of course the time cannot be reckoned when additional 
enactment of law will be made, covering the classes barred 
from marriage as in the state of Iowa, yet with the influ­ 
ence of woman’s schools, higher education, and civic or­ 
ganizations in accordance with such legislation it is not 
unreasonable to believe that the state of Alabama will 
Borne day go further in demanding correct conditions 
for marriage and the proper support for the rearing of 
families. It is a vital issue that some day will, be tested 
in this state as in other states in the union. The sooner 
it is brought into the light and disposed of, the sooner 
will causes of misery and want be lessened.
